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INTRODUCTORY NOTE. 


The euthor is engaged upon a history of the entire family of 
Rollo, from its beginning in the ninth century down te the present 
time. It is obvious that such a2 work ia of considerable magnitude, 


‘Lhe record of the male descendants of Alexander Hollo, the 
Americun Emigrant, is complete. That of the female line has sey- 
eral gaps whieh the author desires to fill, and he would be glad to 
receive the data whieh will enable him to do xo. 

Besides the descendants of the Emigrant, there are 2 pumber 
of persons—not exceeding fifty-—whose ancestry is as yet practi- 
cally unknown. 

In Wisconsin, Nebrasku, and Hlinois, there are descendants of 
Francis Rollo, said to heve been born in Vermont about 1760, and 
a soldier of the American Revolution, 

The Hall Genealogy, by Dr. Wm. H. Egle, contains the fol- 
lowing: Hugh Ball, ninth son of Joseph, married Rollo and 
had two children, Julia and Betsy, it ia Supposed, somewhere in 
Afaryland. No dates are given, but the time of marriage was 
Probably early in 1800, 

There is also a Virginia family whose ancestors came from ejth- 
er Scotland or England to America about 1790. They have always 
written the name Rollow, 

In addition to these, there are a number’ of persons of the 
name who have emigrated to this country from Scotlaud «ur- 
ing the last fifty years, 2nd who are members of the family of com- 
Moners there. Descendants of Alexander Rollo who ‘was bora 
shout 1760, in Aberdeenshire, gre li ving in Illinois. A descendant 
of Alexander, who was born about the same time in Perthbabire, is 
living in Colorado. A descendant of Jobn, who was born in 1817, 
is living in New York. Others, deacendants of Simeon. of Fifeshire 
are living in Missouri. Another family is living In New Jeracy. 
They are descendants of James, who was born in 1787, ond came 
to Quebec early in 1800, He is thought to be a cadet of the Powia 
or Duncrulb branch.

In Canada there are two families, one descended from John, 
who was born in 1807, at Fifeshire, Scotland, end the other from 
Simeon of the same Place. 

In Scotland there is the noble family of the house of Duncruib 
in Perthshire, of which the Rollos of Mannor Ralmont, Ballachie, 
Powis and Monksholme are all cadets, 

There is algo an Italian family bearing the name of Rollo, und 
one of Rolla, which, however, has no connection with the former. 

The name ig gaid to exist in Germany, Probably as Rolof. De. 
scendants of George Rollo, who was born in Germany early in 
1800, are living in Pennsylvania. They write it Rollo, and claim 
that it was so written by the Emigrant, 

. There is reason to believe that the French family of Rouleaux 
is also a branch. 

There is urgent need of information relating to all these differ. 
ent families, and the author will be grateful for any datasent him.

ORIGIN OF THE ROLLO FAMILY. 


The name of Rollo is of extreme antiquity, and appears to 
have been originally derived from Norway, passing into France, 
and extending itself to Britain, the original Scandinavian form be- 
ing Hrolfr, Hrolfe, Rolf. in various spellings. In French it ia 
written Rou and Rouleaux, and in Latin Rollo. The accounts of 
the original Rollo or Rolf, vary somewhat, but the one given by 
many historians of note is substantially as follows: 

At the court of Harold, King of Norway, in the latter part of 
the ninth century, there was among the chieftains of the firat rank 
a certain Rognvald, whom the King greatly loved. He had sever- 
al song, ond one of the most renowned of these was Rolf. One diy. 
while on hia return from a cruise on the Raltic, he landed on the 
coast of Wiggin and-marauded among the peasants. For this, on 
his return to court, he wag tried according to law and a sentence 
of banishment for life was pronounced upon him. He then col- 
lected some shipa and sailed towards the Hebrides. Meeting there 
a number of dissatisfied Norwegians, who after the conqueste of 
Harold had emigrated, and who were all men of high birth and 
great military reputation he entered with them into an association 
for the purpose of piracy. 

Sailing from the Hebrides, late in the season, the fleet doubled 
the extreme point of Scotland, and effected a landing on the East 
coast of England, where they liad an engagement. in which they 
lost many of their members. They managed, however, to hold 
their position,.and live by pillnge. until early in the spring, when 
they set sail for the continent. entering the Scheldt. But as 
Flandera was already devastated, besides being naturally poor, 
they soon put to sea again. 

They then went farther south, and sailed up the Seine to 
within five leagues of Rouen. The reports of their ravages, hav- 
ing reached Rouen, the Archbishop saved the city from pillage 
by negotiating with the invaders. Learned authors do not agree 
astothe exact date of the descent on Frauce, but it seems to be the 
opinion of the majority that it took place in 876. Rollo seems to 
have adopted the Christian faith and the French language, as well 
as the name Robert from the French Duke who acted as his god- 
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father. The hody of Duke Robert Rollo was entowbed in the 
Chapel of St. Romanus at Rouen, but whether he died a natural 
death. or was killed in battle is unknown. It is not known 
vhether he abdieated or reigned until his death. 

William Playfair in his“British Family Antiquity.” says inthe 
chapter on the history of the Rollo family: “Independent of Wil- 
liam, Duke Robert Rollo (Rolf) had several other sons, who were 
settled in Normandy, and there retaineal the name of Rolle: of 
these, several of the descendants accompanied William (the Con- 
queror) to England, (1066) and one of them. Richard de Rollo. set- 
tled in Perthshire (Scotland) in the reign of David I., and became 
the progenitor of all the the Rollos in Scotland.”

We early hear of Alexander Rollo, as living at East Had- 
dam Conn., where he had Innd granted to him ty the original 
proprietors on March 5 {or 15), 1685.. This iand was afterwarils 
laid out for his son William. Alexander Rollo bad a £100 right 
in the Innds at Enst Haddam at the time of the first division, 
which took place on June “. 1658. He soon removed to Middle- 
town, where he joined the First Congregational Chureh on July 
18, 1697. Oue week Ister his two children, Samuel and Eliza- 
beth were baptized. He left a widow—Hannah--who had for- 
merly been the wife of Mr. Andrews. The inventory of his es 
tate taken July 3, 1709. shows property in Middletown to the 
value of £108-7-4, and in Haddam, east side of the river, 
£171-19-8. He also owned a good library as well as two guns and 
one sword.

On April 15, 1751, John Rollo bought of Samuel Glibert. 
Hebron, Conn., six aud one-fourth acres and eight rods of laud, 
the consideration being °83 pounds in Bills of credit of ye old 
tenor.” The inventory of his estate taken on Feb. 3, 1761, shows 
personal property to the value of £112-5-8, and rea! estate £321- 
5-0. Among the byoks comprising his Library were, four Bibles; 
“Fainily Religion Revised” and “Martyrs Book," and many 
others. Letters of administrntion on his estate were granted 
Mary Rollo, his widow. and Joshua Phelps, on March 2, 1761.

Notre No, 3, (a). 


Lieut, William Rollo. the only child of Alexander the Emi- 
grant, who left descendants eo far as is known, was an extensive 
land owner. Born in 1677. he was thus a boy of eight when we 
first hear of bis father in 1685. He continned to live in Eat 
Haddam until about 1721. when he removed to Hebron. On Feb. 
13, 1721, he bought from Nathanle! Phelps a “tract of land con- 
taining 95 acres. lying an Pann ERR. bomeled an the North by 
Morris Tillotson’s 100 acre lot. East on Highway in part. and in 
part by Benons Trumbull’s % acres he bonght of ye Selectmen.” 
He also bought on March 11, 1723, from Nathantel Phelps, “all 
the right and quantity of land which I purchased of Znacheus 
Pacard of Bridgewater, lying in the township of Hebron afore 
sail, it being the remainder of a thousand acre Right, denomi- 
nated and known by the mumber 57, there being a 30 acre 
Division all ready laid ont nnd bounled.” ete. He bought of Ben- 
oas Trumbull five and one-half acres of Innd “‘bounsded North and 
West on said R.’s land. Exat oud Sonth on Hizhway. the same Inod 
which I purchased of ye Selectmen of Hebron out of the 100 acre 
lot that formerly belonged to Zacheues Pacard and now in the pos 
session of said Rollo.” The deed is dated April 24. 1722. 

This land was occupied for many years by Abel P. Post of 
Hebron. 
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The inventory of his estate shows personal Property to the 
value of £129-9-0: In his will be disposes of nearly three bundred 
acrer of land to his varions children.

I give and reenmmend mr soul into the bands of 
God that gave it. and my body I recommend to this earth to be 
buried in deceit Christian burist, at the diseretion of ms Exeev- 
tors, nothing doubting but at the General Resurection I shall re- 
ceive the same again. by the mighty power of God, and as touch- 
ing auch worldly estate wherewith it has pleased God to bless 
me in this life, I give and demise and dispose of the same in the 
following manner and torm.— 

Imprimis. 

I give and bequeath to Patience, my dearly beloved wife. the 
Improvement and use of all tay homestead. beth land and huild- 
ings. for the space of ten yeara next ensuing the date hereof. and 
the Impravement ond use nf the one half of the said tand and 
buildings after the expiration of the said ten years. so long as 
she remains.my widow, noreover I will and bequeath to her the 
one third. part of all my personal and movahle Fstate ta be at her 
own disposal forever. . 

Item. : 

I having given already to my beloved son Zerubbnbel 40 acres 
of land out of my home [nt secured by a Deed. do moreover give 
and bequeath to bim ten acres of land to he taken off at the 
North end of my 30 acre Division in Hebron. abare said, 

Item. 

Fo my belovel con Alexander. I cive and bequeath 42 acres 
of land at Erst Haddam, to be taken off on the North side of a 
certain Division of land that I have there. the whole containing 
84 acres. I also give him the half of my Common Right there. 
Item. 

I give to my beloved son Ebenezer the other haif of my Divin- 
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ion of laud at East Haddam viz:—42 acres on the South side of 
it an? the half of the above said Common Right. 
Item. 

I give and hequeath to my beloved son John the whole of this 
my homestead and both land and buildings to be his at the age 
of 21 years, that is to say, that he shall then have the improve 
ment of the one half atthe age above said, and the other half 
when his mother shall either die or marry again, moreover I will 
nnd hequeath to him ten acres of iand on the sonth side of my 
30 acre Division in Elet-ron. orovided and it igs my true intent that 
he shall pay certain Legacies to his Sisters in the manner follow: 
ing viz‘-—That at the age of 23 yenrs he shall pay to his sister 
Elizabeth the sum of ten pounds in moneys; at the age of 25. ten 
ponds in money to his sister Hannah: at the age of 27. ten pounds 
in money to his sister Mary: at the ace of 29, ten pounds in money 
to his sister Patience: at the ace of 31. ten pounds in money to 
his sister Eunice: and finally at the age of 32 he shal! pas to hia 
sister Abigal the sum of ten pounds in money as above eald. 

Ttem. 

Resides the several Legacies above expressed to be paid to 
my helaved duuchters FElizateth. Hannah, Mary. Patience. 
Eunice and Ahigal, I give and bequeath to them two thirds of 
my personal and morahle estate to he equally divided to each of 
them as they come of age. moreover I will and ciye to my daugh- 
ter Elizabeth ten acres of Innd out of my 30 acre Division of Innd 
in Flebron, finally I do hereby constitute and appoint my dearly 
heloved Wife Patience an] my helover son Zerubhatel sole Ex- 
ecutors of this my Inst Will and Testament, and I do herehy ut- 
terly disallow, revoke and disanull all and every other and for- 
mer Testaments and Wills, Lezacies. Bequests and Erxecntors, 
ete., etc. .

Zerubbabel Rollv. 


Note No. 4, 


Zerubbabel Rollo received from his father William Rollo 40 
ferea of Innd “bounded Fast on Bighway. South on my lot where 
T now live, West on Jehobut Phelps land. North on Litt “iller- 
son's Jand, and also half of my common Right in ye undivided 
lands in sd. Hebron, the ad. abore mentioned is se Northmoat 
part of my lot where I now lire.” The deed ig dated March 26, 
1730, the consideration being “Love and Goodwill.” He also ue 
quired from Matthew Ford. Jr. (husband of Elizabeth, his sister) 
ten acres of land in Hebron, being a part of the thirty acre divi 
ion of their father. On March 21. 1751, he bought ten acres of 
land from Samuel Gilbert of Hebron, the consideration heing 
“110 Pounds in Bills of publick credit of ye old tenor." He also 
nequired from Alexander his brother, and Hannah Youngs, Eu. 
nice Fox, Patience Dewey and Abical Walker, bis sisterg their 
right in the thirty acre division before mentioned. Date of deed, 
Fune 21. 1751, On June 21. 1738. he required the right of Mary 
Youngs. his niece. in some jands which came te her from her 
grandfather, William. Ife again pnrchased fifteen acres of land 
on Ang. 5, 1760. from Daniel Root. the consideration being “90 
Pounds Inwful moner.” 

His Will which bearr date of Jan. 23. 1781, opena as foilows: 
“In the name of God. Amen. I Zerubbabel Rollo of Hebron in ye 
county of Hartford and Colony of Connecticut in New England, 
Husbandman,” ete. 


Ebenezer Rollo. 
Note No. 5. 


Letters of adminiatration were granted on the estate of Ehen- 
erer Rollo on April 4, 1763. On Oct. 28, 1763, Thomas Post, Jor- 
dan Post and Jediah Fost were appointed to appraise and lia 
tribute the estate. Their appraisal found the value of the estute 
to be £231-2-% 
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Joseph Rollo. 


Note No. 6. 


Joseph Rollo enlisted from East Huddam on May 10, 1775, in 
Cryitain Holmes’ Co. No. 1 of 2nd Regiment con:manded by Gen- 
eral Spencer. He was discharged on Dec. 17, 1775. 

He was living at Rengselaerville, Albany, Co. N. ¥. on Noy. 
22, 1791. on which date he deeded to hia brother Joseph land in 
Hebrou, Conn., it being a portion of the estate of their father, 
for nine Pounds. 


Capt. William Rollo. 


Note No. 7. 


Capt. William Rollo was a prominent man of his day and 
much respected ty his fellow townsmen. both for his business abil- 
ity and high integrity. He was . man of great intelligence and 
wide reading. Among the books forming his library were: Fla- 
vel's Works; History of Connecticut; Perkin's Sermons; Eud- 
ward’s Sermons; Travels of Cyrus; Latin Text Book; Pope’s Es- 
say ou Man; Dictionaries and other works of reference. He was 
born in Hebron and died there on the last day of the year 1799, 
while he sat in his chair watching the sun set upon the eigh- 
teenth century. 

A deed dated Dec. 31, 1771. shows that he bonght from Mary, 
his sister, her interest “in the freehold estate” of her father. for 
£29-2-0. Also from his brother John Knowlton on Feb. 9, 1773, 
his interest as above for £22. Also from Patience Phelps. 
his sister, her interest as above on Apri} 25. 1777. 
for £29-2-0. Also from Ffannah. his sister, her interest for 
£32 on Dee. 11, 1780. Also from Walter. his’ brother, hfs Inter- 
est on June 2, 1777. for £29. Also from Judith Skinner, his 
sister, her interest on March 13. 1781. for £29-2-0. 

In 1773 he bought land fram Edmund Welles ond in 1778 fram 
Hannah Rowlee. Again on June 21, 1783, he paid to Hannah 
Rowlee £10 for a plece of land. On May 9, 1782, he bought fifty- 
one acres of land from Increase Porter paying £60 for the same. 
On Nov. 28, 1788, he paid £45-10-9 to Ralph Mack et al. for ten 
scren of jand. 

The inventory of his estate shows property to the value of 
$4,733.91, of which $2,200 war in real estate and $2,533.91 In 
personal, A number of the household articles inventoried are 
now in the possession of Mr. Frank Rollo Post of Hebron, Conn. 
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Andrew Rollo is mentioned in the inventory, but no record of 
him is found elsewhere. 


John Knowlton Rollo. 
NOTE No. 8 


John Knowlton Rollo served as Corporal for twenty-one days, 
in the “Lexington Alarm List,” which went to the relief of Bos- 
ton in April 1775. Au iuventory of his estate taken at Hebron. 
Conn., June 4, 1777, showed property to the value of £27-2.8. 
Letters of administration were granted to Captain Wiliam Rollo, 
hia brother, July 1, 1777. 


Zachariah Rollo. 
Note No. 9. 


Zachariah Rollo of East Haddam enlisted on July 9, 1775, 
in Capt. Abraham Filers 9th Co. of 8th Regiment Continental, 
He was discharged Dec. 17, 1775. This Regiment was raised by 
order of the Connecticut General Assembly at the session of 
July 1775. The Regiment was stationed on Long Island Sound 
until Sept. 14, when it was ordered to the Bostou Camps and took 
Part at Roxbury in General Spencer's Brigade. Term expired 
Dec. 1, 1775. It was reorganized under Colonel Huntiugton in 
1776. 

He was in the Ist Regiment “Conn. Line" in Capt. Holines' 
Co. He enlisted on April 25, 1777, from East Haddam for the 
war. From Jan. 1, 1781, to Dec. 31, 1781, he waa in Capt. Rice's 
Co. of 5th Regiment, “Conn. Line,” Second’ Formation, which 
wes composed of the 1st and 8th Regiments of the previous for- 
mation. He was psid from Jan. 1 to Dec. 1, 1781. 

He was also in Capt. Potter's Co. (from Hebron, Conn.) of 
2nd Regiment "Conn. Line” of Third Formation of the Line 
which was composed of the 2nd and 5th Regiments of previous 
formation. The Regiment remained in camp at West Point and 
vicinity from Jan. 1, 1793, until early in June, when by Wasbing- 
ton's orders, it was disbanded, 

His name appears on a list of applicants for pensions for 
Revolutionary services on file in the County Clerk’s office at Hart- 
ford, Conn., as from Marlboro. His name also appears on the 
first liat of pensioners, the first Beneral pension law for services 
in Revolutionary War being passed by Congreas on March 18, 
1818.

He bought on Feb. 9, 1793. from Mary Juhuson. Pebron, hin 
sister, her share of the Iumis of her father Alexander Rollo. pay- 
ing for the same £6. He sold the sawe lands to his brother Alex- 
ander for £9, on Oct. 7, 1795, and was then living In Colchester, 
Conn. 


Alexander Rollo. 


Nore No. 10. 


Alexander Hollo was admitted as a Freeman at a meeting 
“legally warned and held at Hebron, Conn.. Sept. 16, 1777. He 
had shortiy hefore removed from Fast Haddam. He bought of 
Samue! Bell of Hebrun, May 28, 1777, fifty aeres of land for 
£180. An inventory of his estate was filed by his widow Eliza- 
beth and son Zachariah Rollo in Hebron Court of Probate, on 
June 1, 1790. Letters of ulnministration were granted to them on 
the same date. Capt. Johu UW. Welles and Daniel Brown were 
appointed Commissioners. The uppraisement was oiude on May 
25. The Inventory shows property to the value of £179-17-02. 
A distribution was made to Elizabeth Rollo, his widow, ou March 
23, 1791, and to the children on April 6, 1792. 


Ralph R. Rollo. 


Notre No. 11. 


Ralph R. Rollo bought the interest which hia brothers had 
in the estate of their father Wiliam in Hebron, Conn., as fol- 
lows: From William, Sept. 14, 1803; John, Sept. 29, 1804; Apol- 
jos, Nov. 1, 1802; from bis sister Mercy Ellis, Aug. 24, 1804: 
Paying her for the same, $333.34. 


Apollos Rollo. 


Note No. 12. 


Apollos Rollo was admitted as a Freeman at Hebron, Conn., 
Sept. 15, 1800. He bought from Jonathan Hall, of Hebron, ten 
aeres and one hundred and ten rods of land, parsing for the sume 
$199.50. Deed dated April 10, 1800. 


Alexander Rollo. 


Nore No. 13. 
Alexander Rollo of Hebron, bought on Oct. 7, 1795, from his 
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brother Zachariah for £9, his iuterest in hia father Alexander's 


land in Hebron. 
Daniel Rollo. 


Nore No. 14. 


Daniel Rollo served as a private in Capt. Chamberlain's Co. 
of 2nd Regiment “Conn. Line.” Formation of 1781-2. He enlist. 
ed Janu. 1, 1781, for three years. ‘Ihe records show that be wags 
Paid from Jan. 5, 1781. to Dec. 31, 1781. He wag later in Cnpt. 
Oomstock's Co. of same Regiment. Also in “Final Formation” of 
the “Conn. Line.” “While the Revolutionary Army under Wash. 
ington’s immediate command was disbanded in June, 1783. seven 
Regiments were retained for service in the Highlands through the 


brother Joseph, while poth lived in Rensselaerville, N. Y., paying 
for the same £9. He also bought one acre and thirty-four rods 
of land in Hebron from Churchill, his brother, of Renseeluer- 
ville, N. ¥. The deed bears date of Sept. 17, 1792, the considera-

William Rollo. 


Note No. 15, 


William Rollo was born in Hebron, Conu., {n 1771. He went 
to Cambridge, N. Y., when quite Young, not before. however, huy- 
ing been commissioned in the Connecticut State Militia, it is sup 
posed about 1790. In 1807 he was commissioned by Goy. De 
Witt Clinton of New York. He removed to Holland Patent, N. Y,, 


sician of much ability and during hia whole life gave much tine 
and thought to the advancement of musical and educational in- 


terests. 
John Hall Rollo. 


Note No. 16. 


Jobo Hall Rollo was firet and last & mosician. Asia bey he. 
Save evidence of ancommon talent in this direction. Hix fatbér 
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had intended him co follow the business which he himself carried 
" ou—that of Manufacturing jeather—but the boy neglected leather 
und all else, ta study the art in whieh he afterwards became 80 
proticient. While Lis brothers were busy under the instruction 
of their father, Jobn S3ug aud covered the walls of the #:ctory 
with musical compusitions, As be grew older he attuined u de- 
gree of proticiency, both ag & vocalist and u composer as was 
rarely equalled, Joculy, in his day. 

Judge Horatio Ballard ip “Some Rewiniscences of Cort. 
Jaud” (N. Y¥.), says, when referring to the dedication 
of the Presbyterian Church uf that city, in January, 1834: 
“One of the central tigures in the ehoir on that occasion was the 
taajestic and venerable form of Jobo Kollo." The magnificent 
Preseuce which he carried so well as an old man, he acguired as 
# Youth. He was of tine Proportion; tall and straight, he held 
himself with the dignity which well became a man of his sterling 
character, With strong chin, bold, fearless eyes and high broad 
brow, he impressed sli beholders ua a man of mark and one not 
to be ensily “elbowed 48ide.” 

In 1785 at the age of tweaty-one he married Philowela Trum- 
bull, daughter of Cayt. Aseph ‘frumbull, a member of the distin- 
guished Connecticut family of that name, which numbers among 
its members two sovernors, numerous clergymen, jurists, artiste 
and professional men, Their married life was 2 happy one, re 
sulting in a family of tes ebildren. 

Early in 1798 he removed from Hebron, Coun., his birth- 
place, to Cambridge, Washington Co., N. Y., where he erected a 
factory and engaged in the manufacture of leather. While it wae 
necessary for him to do this, he felt that his real talent lay in 
& far different direction; keeping ia mind the main object of his 
life, he yet applied himself to business with success. He lived in 
Cambridge for about S€venteen years, constantly training himself 
with a view to a musica] career eventually, He busied himeelf 
continually in acquiring » sound musical education, and with 
such success that he gsuon became known throughout the whole of 
Central and Eastern New York. He acted as musical conductor 
on many occasions of public importance; taught the rudiments 
of his art to numerous Pupils, inculeating principles which re- 
dounded to his credit long afterwards, and made for himself a 
reputation which has lasted to this das. 

About 1815 he sold his factory and bought a farm on Botton 
Kill River. In the following Spring he again sold his property, 
aud mounting his horse he rode through the wilderness as far an 
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Buffalo, prospecting for 2 location. Not wishing to settle there 
he rode buck again. He stopped at Rochester, which wus then 
being laid gui in lots of ten acres ench. Efe could have pur- 
chused ope of these lots at that time for fifteen hundred dollars. 
Not wishing to risk the investment, he rode on. The lots he con- 
templated buying are bow in the central portion of the city. He 
finally hought a farm at Fahius. While removing from Catn- 
bridge to his last purchase hia wife became too ill to proceed on 
the journey and the stopped at Ballston Springs, where he leased 
a farm from Judge Morrison, which he carried on for three years, 
at he same time continuing to direct the musical studies of large 
numbers of persons ia Galloway. Johnstown anid other places. 

Among other admirable traits of character was bis firm ad- 
herence to religious principles. 

From Baliston Springs he went to Fabius and lived on his 
own property for two years. An incident occurred here which 
serves to illustrate the intlexibility of his will. Soon after com- 
ing to Fabius he came into collision with a fellow towpsman, one 
St. John, who had always felt himself to be a leader in all towa 
matters. The mujority of the residents of the school district want- 
ed the location of the school-house changed and a new building 
erected This change. St. Joha ol:stinately opposed, and upon ont 
occasion he went to John Rollo and asked him why he, a strang- 
er, should take so prominent a part in opposing his (St. John's) 
wishes, adding that “a mun who would do as you have done would 
be found with a sheep on hie eaek befare mtarnios.’ whereapon 
he was obiiged to tiee precipitately in order to escape a atout 
atick heing iatd across his own buck. 

Owing largely to his efforts the school house was rebnilt on 
the proposed site. 

In 1819 be again removed from Fabius to Homer. where he 
lived two years, continuing his musical work. From here he 
went to Summer Hili and from there in-1824 to Auburn, taking 
with him wife and youngest. children. Here he took charge of 
the music in the First Preshyterinn Chureh. as well as aiding in 
many public and private concerts. It was at this time that he 
‘produced bis best compositions. His special forte was sacred mu- 
sic, and he wrote many anthems and odes which are still to be 
found in the music books of that period. The two best known of 
his compositions of this period are “The National Ode,’ which was 
written especially for a great Independence Celchration held in 
Auburn, July 4, 1824, and which wae sung by a chorus of three 
hundred voices under his leadership, and “The Masonic Ode,” 
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written for a Masonic celebration. They are both to be found 
in ‘‘Heed's Musical Monitor.” 

About this time be and his wife both sat to an artist for their 
portraits. He is represented as holding a volume of his own mu- 
gic open at “The National Ode.” These pictures are now owned 
by hig grandson, Mr. John Hali Rollo of Syracuse. New York. 

He lived successively at Summer Hili and Cazenovia, where 
he did ipiportant work among the musical portion of the people. 
Then he returned to Auburn where he resumed his old position. 
While here immersed in the musical affairs of the town, he re 
ceived au urgent invitation from the people of Clinton, to prepare 
the musie for the Commencement of Hamilton College (the Col- 
lege whieh bis grandsun Charles Hall Rollo many years later pre- 
pared for, but was fated never to enter.) 

While tiving in Auburn he, together with bis eldest son Wil- 
liam, purchased the old Centre House from Deacon Ammerman, 
but the venture was an unsuccessful one. and the property passed 
into other bands. From here. in response to an invitation, he 
went to the famous “Old Briek Church” of Dr. Spring, in New 
York City. Elis family avcompanied him there, and his daughter 
Philomela, sang with hitn in the church. After two yeare he re- 
turned to the scenes of his Younger days. New York, although 
far from being the bustling city of the Present day, was yet not 
to his taste, He nveded the quiet of familiar scenes and comfort 
of friendly faces, for he was now verging upon old age. 

He spent the eusiiayg few yenrs in Cortland. Ithaea, Moravia. 
Pitcher, MeGrawville, Dryden and Summer Hill. At the age of 
sixty-nine, he could stillstand erect ut the conductor's desk, and 
with the fire beamitg from his face, inspire the hundreds who 
stood before him, with his own divine enthusiasm, but 4 reaction 
always came, and be found that he must leave the field in which 
he had won his laurels for so many years. It is not surprising 
therefore to find him Inying uside all cares and retiring to the 
beautiful old town of Summer Hill—that town so appropriately 
named. Here he lived a penceful existence for over five years, 
dying in 1848 at the age of seventy-four. 

In summing op the results of the life of John Hall Rollo, we 
must consider, first, the stern uncompromising integrity of the 
man. Descended from u line of American Patriots, in whose 
veins there flowed the blood of the Puritans, he was a fit repre 
sentative of all that was characteristic of the race. During the 
course of hia whole I!fe he never was known to deviate from & 
course of strict integrity. He was a devont Man; not a man 
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given to vain talk, but one who did and dared, no matter what 
happened to him in consequence. In those days of vast wilder- 
Ress, privution and danger, a genuine man was necessary. Joho 
Rollo was a man well titted for these things. and nobly did he live 
his life. To such men as he, we of the present day owe 41] that 
we ure a6 @ Dation. 

In the domain of Musical Art he was a pioneer in his State. 
In the early days of the century iiusic was far from being what 
it was even as early us forty seurs after. A born artist. he labored 
under the difficulties attendunt upon his positiou in a sparsely 
settled region, but the indomitable perseverance of the man kept 
him in full courage. and he censed not to labor until he had con- 
quered the wilderness, nut ouly of Nuture but of Music. 

His influenee has been far reaching in its effects. The many 
bundreds who have at different periods been within his circle and 
have profited by the counsel] so earnestly and fuithfully given by 
him, have iu their turn carried knowledge so gained. to many 
others. Although hampered by outward circumstances, he strove 
constantly to realize the ideals of his Art. His music had a 
peculiar character which was ull its own. He sang with great ex- 
pression and power. ald his enunciation was perfect—in sharp 
contrast to the many so-called “artists” of the present day. The 
influence of his teaching can best be seen in the ekill of his chil- 
dren, grand-children and greart-grandchildren. nunibere of whom 
are to-day well known for their musicianship. 


Morrison Rollo. 
NOTE No. 17. 

Morrison Rollo was the fourth son of John Hali Rollo, being 
born in Cambridge, N. ¥., in 1803. He early served his appren- 
ticeship in the family cloth factory in Pitcher, N. Y., afterwarde 
buying the property from hix father, He waa more successful it 
business thin tp% vther memis-r of hit immediate family. and if an 
unforseen disaster had not overtaken him. he would, in a few 
years, have ranked among the foremost manufacturers of cloth 
in the State. He had built up a trade of Jarge proportions, and 
in 1846 hie property was estimated to be worth fifty thousand 
dollars. It wus at this tine that the Protective Tarlff qnextion 
was being agitated by-the Southern members of Congress. Rob- 
ert J, Walker, who was the Secretary of the Treasury under Pres- 
ident Polk prepnred an exhaustive report on the spuestion arid in 
accordance with bis views, a law was passed which has heen 
called, "a revenue tariff, with incidental protection.” 
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The measure was fatal to the business of many other manu- 
facturera, as well as tothat of Morrison Rollo. Being unable to 
compete with the cheap foreign goods which immediately tlooded 
the markets, he was forced to suspend operations. He made 
some heroic efforts to extricate himself from his difficulties, but 
without success, and he was left without resources. During the 
rest of hia life he was engaged in various financial enterprises, 
which were generally successful in a moderate way. 

As a man he tived up to the traditions of his ancestors, in, 
that his integrity was beyond qucstion, and his intelligent cour- 
age well known. In personal appearance he was a man of me- 
dium height. quick in his movements; he had piercing dark eyes, 
a large brow. thin firm lips and strone. wel! moulde! chin. Io his 
later years be was a close observer of passing events, and his 
‘judgments on men and things, being as they were, the result of a 
life full of many activities, were xlways sound and full of mean: 
ing to the listener. Asa lover of books. he differed from hia fore 
fathers, only in having wider opportunities for their acquisition, 
he huving collected mauy of the choicest in our language. The 
Classical writes of antiquity were his favorites. 


Charles Hall Rollo. 


Note No. 18 


Charlies Hall Rollo, the eldest son of Morrison Rollo, was born 
in 1828, and died in 1850 at the age of twenty-two. He had 
graduated with high honors from the Cortland (N .Y.) Academy 
and was making preparations to continue his studies at Hamilton 
College, when he was suddenly seized with typhoid fever, and 
died a few days after. It had been his intention to study for the 
Presbyterian Ministry, and those who knew him felt that, had he 
lived he would have become an earnest, conscientions and derout 
divine.

“be was a person of uniform temperament, and was never the 
subject of ardent fmpulses In bis religious career, but was alwaye 
controlled br principle. Whatever duty demanded, it was his pur- 
pose Promptly to perform. The community in whieh he moved 
is called to mourn a youth of-more than ordinary prom{se, and 
one whose social qualities and literary.acquirements bad grently 
endenred him to the hearts of all with whom he waa intimate. 
As a atudent be was beloved of his associates; as one of the band 
of singers he was a prominent and valuable member.”

Philomela Rollo was the fifth child of John Hall Rollo, and 
inherited her father’s musics) talent, She warriet Altred &. 
Tkenson of the New York firm of A. G. and A. W. Benson, mer- 
chants and shipowners. That Jelightful writer. Irenaeus Prime 
gays in n May, 1875, issue of the New York Observer: “When 
the writer of these lin;s was a boy and living in Cambridge, N. 
Y., there came to that plice » pertly gentheniau with his twe 
daughters. on a visit. He had formerly been @ prominent mem- 
ber of the Presbyterian Church in Cambridge of which the 
writer’s father was pastor, but had removed to Central N. YX. 
some years before this visit. His name was Rollo, a peculiar 
name nt that time and unusual now. He and his two daughters 
were singers of ver¥ xreat power and skill, and they bad been in- 
duced to make u journey giving concerta. which in those days 
were a great novelty inthe rurni regions of Northern N. Y. Be- 
fore making any public appearance they attended Church on Sun- 
day, their presence being quite unknown to the congregation. 
They joined in the singing; the choir. and then the whole congre- 
gation, ceased to sing, and listened in delight and awe while th: 
three sang the hymn alc one. 

They gave a concert the following week: they were much at 
our house, and J heard them often, wondering at the compass and 
melody of the human roice with which I was then enraptured. 
The singing of Jenny Lind, the greatest songstress of modern 
times at least, did not so much astonish me afterward as the 
volce of Philometa Rollo in the “Old White Meeting House.” 

Philomela was the oldest of the two dauchters, and richly de 
served the name her father hact given her for the sake of hia own 
love of Music. The rounger dauchter pmred with great skill 
npon the bass viol and other musical instruments. She was sc 
young and the instrument so large. that she seemed, as ash¢ 
wrought at ft, to be. as indeed she was, a prodicy. 

In religious and scclat circles Mrs. Benson was long promi- 
nent and usefni, lending cheerfully the aid of her extraordinnr, 
voice and personal inflrence in aid of every good work. One of 
Mr. Benson’s ships brought home the Thurston missionary fain- 
ily from the Sandwich Islands in 1840, and, as they were without 
immediate friends in this city, “fr. and Mra, Benson (total 
strangers) took the whole family into their own house and cared 
for them as for their own kindred.” 
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Mr. J. H. Rollo of Auburn, N. ¥., writes as follows: “I met 
Judge Smith of Westficld (N. Y¥.), not long since, now eighty-five 
years old, aud cunsidercd formerly to be a good julge on musica! 
matters as well as on Inw. He told me that in his younger daye 
he knew her well, having often suug with her. He said he had 
heard Jenuy Lind several times since the duys of herring Phito- 
mela Rollo. and he considered her fully equal to the famous song: 
stress, both in power aut sweetness of tone. He suid that when 
he was iu Hamilton College, Philomeia and her sister Frances 
together with their father John Rollo, were engaged to sing at 
the commencement. Lowell Mason. the noted composer anil 
director ¢ame to hear them sing. He afterwards told Mr. Sinith 
that she had the most wouderful voice he bad ever heard. 


Rolio A. Holcombe. 


Note No. 20. 


The early death of Rollo A. Holcombe was a great loss to the 
cause of science. He was a devoted student, having collected a 
library of over five hundred volumes in his short life. Be had 
paid much attention to the study of Mineralozy. having ab en- 
thusiasti¢c love for that science. In Meteorology he wns proficient. 
having made regular reports to the Burenu of Meteorology at 
Ithaca, N. Y¥.

Eber Myers Rollo was o Congregationel clergyman, and at 
one time President of a eolloge in Greenbush, N. ¥.

John Trumbull Rollo, was a mau of fine business ability and 
had he lived he would have built up a considerable fortune. ile 
lost his life by drowning, st the age of thirty-seven. He waa a 
large holder of real estrte in 1825 at Summer Hill, N. Y. He en- 
gaged largely in the brring of woul and produce. He was also 
a pioneer in the morocco business, being one of the first to erect 
a factory for its manufacture in Ithaca, N. Y.

Augustus Rollo was a man highly respected by hia neightors 
He held inv succession ai! of the offices in the gift of his townsmen

William Rollo early learned the cloth manufacturing busines: 
in his father’s factory, and when about nipeteen he carried on the 
business with his father. A few yenrs later he removed to Gro- 
ton, N. Y., where he erccted a mill and dam of his own. After 
a few years he again removed, this time to Pitcher, where be 
had a4 iarge establishment. While here his factory was entirely 
deatroyed by fire. Nothing daunted, he set to work and rebuilt, 
and then added the manufacture of aatinette to hin list of pro- 
ducts. Eventually he acid out to his brother Morrison, who bad 
been with him for some rears. going to Auburn. He was not ai 
successful jn his new location as be had expected to be and de 
termined to resume mannfacturiag. Accordingly. he returned to 
Pitcher, aud four miles below the site of his old factors, 
built another. Shortly after the same misfortune which over- 
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took his brother Morrison. fell upon him, and he gave up 
the business. never to resume it. He then went to South- 
weatern New York. engaxing extensively in the lumber business. 
Finally he went with bis family to Ypsilnoti. Michigan. where he 
died in 1STS at the age of seventy-six. 

In character he was 2 fine speciman of the Christian gentle 
Man. His many admir: ble qualities endeared him to all who ever 
came in contact with hit. During his long and useful life, he 
Overcuine many difficulties by his courage and perseverance. His 
talent for music. which be inherited from his father was pro- 
nounced, although he devoted but little time to its cultivation. 


Chester Rollo.

Chester Rollo was born in 1798, and until the age of thirty. 
eight he lived with his father. jn Summer Hill, and other places. 
In 1836 he journered Westward through the wilderness in search 
of a favorable location for the establishment of a home. Such a 
journey was at that time attended with many difficulties gud dJan- 
gers. tut after a rile of many months he arrived pt Ypsilanti. 
Michigan, where he coi cluded to remain. He engaged in buai- 
ness with success and remained yntil 1857, when he removed to 
» Niles in the saine State. where he died at the nge of eighty-two. 


Frances Caroline Rollo.

Frances Caroline Rello inherited from her father a fund of 
musical gifta which made her the marvel of all who knew her. 
At the tender age of seven she war one day found playing “Old 
Hundred” upon her fatker’s bass viol, Soon aftee her father be. 
atte xiving private concerts. cue this little ter neeminpeo nie) them, 
playing marvelously weil op this same {nstrument. At the age of 
fourteen she possessed 2 youd knowledge of both vocal and in- 
strumettal music. She married Galusha Prentiss and had one 
child who afterwards beeame the wife of Francea B. Carpenter, 
the well-known artist and author.

Eheneser Rollo sold to Josiah Mack, Jr., March 24, 1800, one 
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and one-third acres of land in Hebron, being his share in his 
father's estate.

Pacience Rolo of Hebron, Ct. married Nathaniel Mann. 
Sept. 1736. She was his third wife. He was born Oct. 27, 1693, 
Scitunte.

In 1853 there was published by Mrs. Hawes, of New York 
City, a very curious ard entertaining litule volume entitled "The 
Grafted Rud. ‘Tig lirtie honk. long since out of priut. and only 
rarely to be met with among the odds and ends of old book 
atores, is mainly devot'd to an account of the short life of s 
most remarkable child—Snsan Brooks. She was a great-grand 
daughter of the musicien. John Hall Rollo, and inherited trom 
hint her musieal gifts. besides esincine a we; Jerftl precocity in 
other directions. Born in 1844, in a wild and unsettled part of 
Northern Michigan, ghc received but little care and attention 
and no instruction. owinc in part to the domestic troubles of her 
parents which caused a sepnration when she was two years of age, 
and in part to'the limited facilities for education in a sparsely 
settled country. It was early in 1848 when she had nearly reach. 
ed the nge of four rears. that Mra. Hawes of New York, while 
travelling In the West. first saw her. She was etruck at once by 
the remarkable and surprising intelliconce of the child, and she 
was enabled shortly afterwarde to adopt her legally. She giver 
a detailed account of tke affair in her book, together with many 
astonishing thincs relating to the little Susan. She was known 
after the adoption 15 Anyelica Brooks. An to her refined trates 
when four years of age Mrs. Huwes eays: “Her love for gow- 
eta was manifested at a vers earlr age. and ever coustituted one 
of her greatest sources of enjoyment. Such were her powers of 
observation, that nothirg seemed to excape her eye: and on our 
return from our daily walks to the bench and foreats. the prettiest 
specimens of agate were to be found in her collection, aad the 
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choicest flowers in her Loquets.” MWfre. Hawes quotes a letter 
from her father, F. C. Bruoks, in which he says: “She did not 
appear to he more developed than other children, until the age of 
thirteen mouths, when she surprised us by the clear. correct pro- 
nunciation of every word that was proposed to her. When she wae 
about fifteen monthe od, I was engaged one evening in reading 
Natural History. While standing in my Jap, her eye caught 
sight of one of the pic.ures, and she mede many inquiries rela: 
tive to its meauing. In; few dara she would tell the namea of 
nearly every animal in the book. Regarding her love of music 
Mrs. Hawes says: "At the time M'Ne Jenny Lind’s popularity 
was at its height, this child participated largely in the general 
enthusiasm. Never could she pass any representation of her, 
whether a statue, bust, or engraving, whatever the time or place, 
without stopping to ex;ress her admiration.” After hearing 
Jeuny Lind’s concert sle went home enraptured and some time 
after she mounted a stcol holding a book ae Jenny did her notea 
ind “commenced the sweetest strains. trilling and warbling, 
like the nightingale. She not only recollected the music, hut also 
the peenliar intonations of the Spanish and Stalian languaegen. 
In the Gipey's song she took the English. When she came to 
the part sung by Retletti, she imitated him; to Salvi’s she gare 
his peculiar style. In the iast. not only were the gestures given, 
but even the expression of her face." 

Shortly after this experience, having reached the age of seven 
years and four menths. this child genius journeyed to an eternal 
world, there to grow, let ua hope, in knowledge of her beloved 
rouale.

James Phelps was born about 1530, at Tewksbury, England.

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Conn. He imuarried first, Elizabeth — , who died between 1630 
and 1638. Ile had five children born in England. He emigrated 
to New Luglund iu 103) and settled in Dorchester, Mass., where 
hie wife died. He removed from there iu 1036 with "Mr. War 
ham'e Church,” to the foundlag of Windeor, Coun., where be 
Married for hie second wife, Mury Dover.

He was o prominent man both in Dorchester and Windsor. 
He served on the first Jury in New England that tried a murder 
case.

Court of Conn. for many years. Says Dr. Stiles in his “History 
of Windsor: “He was one of the most respected men in the 
colony, and held many high offices. both in Church and State.” 

His first child by his second wife was Lieut. Timothy Phelps 
aud was boro at Windsor, Conn., Sept. 1, 1629, and died there in 
1690. He married Mar; Griswold (sixth child of Edward Grie- 
woid) March (or 3luy) 29, 1661, at Windsor. She was born Oct. 
5, 1644, at Windsor, was baptised Oct. 13, 1644, und died there 
before 1690. They had twelve children, ali of whom married and 
had families except one daughter who died young. 

Their first child, Timuthy, was born Nov. 1, 1662 (3) at 
Windsor. und died in Hevren. Coun. He murried Marthu Crow, 
Nov. 4, 1686, at Windsor. He removed to Hebron, in 1690. He 
was one of the most prominent men of the place, and one of the 
first Selectmen. They had seven children. 

Noab, their third child, was born at Hebron, Jan. 23, 1693, 
and died there 1793. He murried Anne Dyre Oct. 1, 1719, at 
Hebron. They had nine children. 

Mary, their fourth child, was born May 1, 1726, at Hebron, 
and afterwards married John Rollo.

Assph Trumbull, second son of the preceding, jaa born at 
Hebron March 1, 1738, and died there Feb. 5, 1821. He married 
Azilpha Phetps (See Note V) Dec. 4. 1760, at Hebron, Conn. She 
was born Oct, 30. 1745. at Hebron. and died there Aue. 31, 1823. 
Their seventh child was Philomela Trumbull, who afterwards 
married John Hali Lollo. 

Asaph ‘Trumbull, or Deacoa, us he was usually called, settled 
in Hebron, Coan., about one mile north of the Gilead Meeting 
House, where he had twelve children.
